result of race troubles at St. Charles, 
five negroon were tiikcn from their 
guards at Dowitt, Arkansas county, 
and shot to death. The live victims 
were:

Baldwin, 
Abo IJniloy. Garret 


Flood. This makes nine negroes that 
have been kl'lod within a week In the 
vicinity of St. Charier, on account of 
race troubles. 
A ilillitmlty occurred 


over a trivial matd-i- at St. Charles 
between a whlty man named Searcy 
and two negroes named Henry and 
Walker Grillln. 


Negroes Defy Officers. 


On Monday last tho two negroes 


met Searcy and his brother In a store 
In St. Charles, and the difficulty was 
renewed. One of the negroes, with- 
out warning, struck 
both 
of 
the 


Searcy brothers over tho head with a 
table log. rendering them unconscious, 
and fracturing their skulls, one of 
them to such an'extent that he may 
die. Deputy Sheriff;'James* Klrkpatrlck 
attempted to arrest tho negro, and ho 
too was knocked down. 


The ncgroow' then gathered and dn- 


fled the olllccrs, declaring that "no 
white man could arrest them." 


Posse Slays Three Blacks. 


Their demonstrations aroused the 


fears of tho citizens of St. Charles 
and they telephoned to Uewltt for a 
posse: to come out and protect the 
town. P. A. Douglass,' deputy sheriff,

Constable L. C. McNeeloy went for- 


ward with a posse oj several men to 
capture tho Grlliiu negroes.

Flood, Will IJoldwIr. and Will Madi- 
son—In the road.* He Inquired of them 
If they knew where the Griffins were. 
and one of them replied that they did, 
but "would tell no white man," add* 
Ing an oath. Tho negroes then at- 
tempted to draw their pistols, but the 
posse fired.'killing all three of them. 


Friday sixteen men left this place., 


for the scone of the trouble. Large 
crowds gathered In from Roe, Ethel 
and Clarendon. During the day, while 
the BhcrllT's pc-«e was searching for' 
the Griffin negroes, they' were fired 
upcn by a negro iiamed Aaron Sintdn 
from ambush. 
Three of the posse 


were hit, but the shot used were small^ 
and no serious.diimagq resulted. The 
posiie returned the flre and the negro • 
was shot -down. Several other shots 
were llred Into him, killing him In- 
stantly. 


Flvo other negroes. Jim Smith, 


Charles ' Smith,, Mack. Baldwin. Abe 
Bailey and Garrett Flood; ^ho were 
the negroes that had defied, the offl-- 
ceni, were arrested and Friday night' 
a crowd of men took them-away from 
tho guards and shot them to death.

BASE BALL OF THE PAST, 


PRESENTED FUTURE 


Janesville Men Have Always Been in the 


Foremost of the National Game- 


Talk with Old.Timers. 


Tho baseball season of 1003 was, 


generally speaking, n most prosperous 
ono financially; nnd thanks to .the 
restoration of almost universal peace, 
there was 
mibstantlnl 
progress in 


tho upbuilding of the national game 
on Its professional side. There was 
afso much arflstJb excellence 
'dis- 


played nnd tho Improved discipline, 
which began with tho advent of the 
American Leagno was not only main- 
tained, but so largely Increased as to 
mark the season of 1903 as tho best 
conducted nnd most orderly on roc- 
ord within tho memory of man. Tho 
190.1 season was also notable for1 the 
ro-cstabllshmont of nn all embracing 
national agreement under which the 
game should henceforth flourish like 
a green bay tree. 


Baseball In Janesville. 


Tho playing of baseball In Janes- 


vlllo dates back to somo thirty-five 
or forty years ago, whou many of the 
older- residents • of the city took a 
prominent part In the national game, 
tho flower city bos always had a namo 
for turning out Rome of tho host, ball 
players that over tossed n ball In tho 
American or National league games. 
Somo thirty-five of forlv years ago a 
club was organized In the city, called 
tho Bowor City's which Paul Young 
and' Dr. J. W. St. Joint wore among 
Its players. It Is said that the doctor 
had a willow club of Ills own that ho 
used to swing when ho eann> up to bat 
which weighed In the neighborhood of 
seven pounds and tbat every time ho 
took his position nt tho bat the crowd 
wore much disappointed If tho doctor 
did not mako a homo run. Shortly 
after this a club called the Kxcolslor 
Juniors wore organized In which Orln 
and J. A. Sutherland J. 11. Doe. Jr., 
Frank Smith nnd William Holler, sev- 
oral of whom are still residents of 
this city, and 
actively engaged In 


business hero, wore In those good old 
baseball days members of ono of the 
liest ball clubs that any city could 
fool proud to 'boast, of.

City's and tho Exoolslor Juniors play- 
ed many hotly contested games In 
those days for tho championship of 
tho city; which remains to this day 


west, having won tho championship 
several times, mot their Waterloo 
when they played tho old Mutualu 
hero, those games wore played near 
the old Dr. Whiting residence on Mil. 
wnukco avenue, where an excellent 
park had boon equipped by the citi- 
zens of the city. In ono of theso 
games with tho Wilto Stockings it i« 
stated that tho first man up to bat 
made a home run. but It ended right 
there, • during the .remainder of tho 
game not one man crossed the homo 
Plato. It was In this game that John 
Ward established' a reputation for tho 
club as well as for hlmsolf 03 pitcher. 
Wanl afterwards went to tho Boston 
league, where tho club won Uio pen- 
nant for two consecutive years, ho 
then went to New York whore he or- 
ganized the Brotherhood of Baseball 
I'hiyors of America of which bo bo- 
came president.
